recent revelations and admissions y News Corp that sts employees have engaged-ih 
widespread ‘obstruction of justice, bribery and destruction of evidence in relation ‘to the 
“Hacking Gate” scandal, we urge you to act immediately to seize and secure all evidence 
in the possession of News Cory. 


The number of crimes committed by News Corp and its employees in the “HackingGate” 
scandal in the United Kingdom is-staggering, In short, over a'period of almost d:decade, 
News Corp employees from the highest- executive level willfully and knowingly

“These documents 
show the hacking was not just.one or'two attempts at accessing voicemails, Mote than 
4,000 people had their phone hacked, This-was hacking on-an. industrial scale” 


As noted, News Corp employees have also apparently engaged in intentional obstruction 
of justice by lying to investigators and deleting “millions” of emails. This has outraged 
investigators at Scotland Yard > l i l 


The investigation of this-scandal.in the UK has-been ongoing for six years With minor 

players being sacrificed with.arrest and conviction as part-of abroad coverup.. However 

over the past week, with-more:disclošures, the scandal has engulfed the top staff of News 

Corp and is threatening to topple UK leader David Cameron. Britain's most widely redd 

tabloid, News Of The World, which served as the hub for the criminal enterprise, was i 

shuttered on Sunday because of the scandal. Three of its top executives were arrested on b6

The Foreign Corrupt Piavtizes-Act. 


The Foreign Comupt Practices Act (“PCPA”) (15 U.S.C. 8§ 78dd-1; ôt Séq,) prohibits the | 


bribery of foreign officials. The anti-bribery provisions of the FCPA prohibit: 


Issuers, domestic concerns, and any person. ftom making use of interstate commerce 


corruptly, in furtherance of an-offer-or payment of anything of value to afoteign 
official, foreign politisal party, or candidate for political office, for the purpose of 


influencing any act-of that foreign official in violation of the-duty.of that official, or 


to secure any improper advantage in order to obtain or retain ‘business.. 


“Issuers” include any U.S. or foreign corporation that basa class of securities registered, - 


or that is required to file reports under the Securities and Exchange Act of 1934, 
“Domestic concems” refers to any individual who is a citizen, national, or resident of the 
United States and any corporation and other business entity organized under the laws of 
the United States.or having its principal place of business in the United States, And “any 
person” covers both enterprises and individuals. | 7 


The anti-bribery provisions of the FCPA make itunlawfal fora US. person, and:certain, 
foreign issuers of securities, to make a payment to a foreign official for the purpase of - 
obtaining or retaining busitiess for or with, or directing business to, any person, Since 

. 1998, they also apply to foreign firms and persons who take any actin furtherance of | 
such a cormpt payment while in the United States. The meaning of foreion official is 
broad. There is.no materiality.to this Act, making it illegal to offer anything of value as a 
bribe, including cash or non-cash items. The government focuses on the intent ofthe ~ 
bribery rather than’on the amount, ; . 
FCPA provides for serious criminal and civil penalties for corporations atid: individuals, 
Under 15 U.S.C. § 78ff{a}, Corporations can be fined up to $2 million for each eritninal: 


violation of the FCPA, and up to $25 million for “willful” violations. 15 U.S.C. § 78ERa). 


Under the Alternative Fines Act, 18°US.C. § 3571(D), the government may impose a 
fine equal fo twice the benefit the defendant sought from making the corrupt payment. 
Civil penalties to corporations can include.up to-$10,000 for each violation. Under an 
SEC enforcement action a court can fine a corporation the the greater of (i) the gross 
amount of the pecuniary gain to the defendant as a result of the violation, or Gi) a 
specified dollar limitation, bised.on the egregiousness.of the violation, ranging from 
$30,000 to $500,000. And, the federal government may also suspend or revoke the 
company’s privileges of conducting business with government agencies, |

Kevin Zeese is an American political activist who has been a leader 
in the drug policy reform and peace movements and in efforts to 
ensure a voter verified paper audit trail. He was on the ballot as the 
nominee of the Maryland Green Party for a U.S. Senate seat during 


the 2006 election, receiving 1.5% of the total vote]

Zeese was born in New York City in 1955. He grew up in Queens, Day parade.

Buffalo. He graduated from the George Washington University Law School in 1980.12] 


Career 


Zeese began his advocacy career as Chief Counsel for National Organization for the Reform of 
Marijuana Laws (NORML) in 1980 and served as NORML's Executive Director from 1983 to 1986. 
During his time at NORML he helped stop the spraying of herbicides on marijuana in Mexico and the 


United States, and he became a leading advocate of the medical use of marijuana. [2] 


He has since been involved in helping found such drug policy reform efforts as the Harm Reduction 
Coalition and the Drug Policy Foundation (later merged with other organizations into the Drug Policy 
Alliance), and he worked with Baltimore Mayor Kurt L. Schmoke's "Mayor's Working Group on Drug 
Policy Reform", and the "Journey for Justice," a protest march on Washington. He worked to bring 
public attention to the death of Esequiel Hernandez Jr, a high school student killed by Marines on the 
U.S.-Mexico border in Redford, Texas. Zeese is currently president of Common Sense for Drug Policy 


an organization dedicated to reforming drug policy and expanding harm reduction] 


Zeese was director of the Ralph Nader-connected group Democracy Rising, an organization which 
worked to prevent and then end the 2003 Iraq War. He currently directs the Campaign for Fresh Air and 
Clean Politics which includes as projects two efforts he founded TrueVoteMD and VoteTrustUSA, both 


of which work for a voter verified paper audit trail with electronic voting./] 


In October 2008 TrueVote.US encouraged an email letter writing campaign in response to a report the 
previous week finding Virginia was one of the least prepared states for Election Day problems such as

However, the hundreds of emails crashed the 
system, making it more difficult to get out electronic absentee ballots. Zeese stated the purpose of the 
campaign was for "elections officials to know people are watching and for people to know they want 
adequate voting machines." In response to election officials request they call off the email campaign, 


Zeese did so saying "We made our point." P] 


As reported by the Washington Post, Zeese has entered into the debate over the allegations of 
impropriety by Justice Department lawyers in opinions being used to justify the Bush Administration's 
"advanced interrogation techniques". Zeese has filed a formal request with the D.C. Office of Bar 
Counsel for the disbarment of the lawyers who wrote the memos used as justification for interrogation 


methods that many consider to be torture. [4] 


Zeese worked on the Maryland House of Delegates 2002 campaign of Green Party candidate Linda 
Schade and on the 2003 gubernatorial campaign of Green Party candidate Peter Camejo in California. 


He was the spokesman (press secretary) for Ralph Nader's 2004 presidential campaign. PID] 


Zeese writes for CounterPunch. He has been published in USA Today, The Wall Street Journal and The 
Washington Post as well as on web outlets like Common Dreams, AlterNet, Dissident Voice, The Raw 


Story, LewRockwell.com, and Z Magazine. He is the author of several books. [P] 


2006 U.S. Senate election

After months of campaigning, Zeese received the senate nomination of the Maryland Green Party was 
also nominated by the Libertarian Party of Maryland in April 2006 and the Populist Party of Maryland 
in June, the first time all three parties had nominated the same candidate. However, in early April 2006, 
the Maryland legislature passed SB 129, which held a candidate can be nominated by only a party with 


which he is registered. Therefore he ran on the Maryland Green Party ticket. [617] 


Zeese called his campaign the "Unity Campaign" and ran on a reform platform that advocated the 
withdrawal of U.S. troops and corporate interests from Iraq, economic justice and end to corporate 


welfare (which he calls "big business socialism") and electronic voting reform.|81l9] He also was a vocal 
critic of the "hawkish" Israel lobby in the United States! and the Israel's 2006 bombing campaign 
against Lebanon.l!!] He challenged incumbent U.S. congressman Ben Cardin, who has close ties to the 
Lobby, to break his silence on Israeli wrongdoing. 112] 


Zeese received the endorsement of several leading third party figures including his former employer 
Ralph Nader [2]. 


Zeese was included in the publicly televised final Senatorial debate on Friday, November 3, 2006. In it 
urged the audience to reject the major parties, saying: "Change has not come from status quo parties, it's 


come from the outside." II Zeese finished third in the voting receiving 27,564 votes for 1.5% of the 
total vote.l!]
